The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.
Roll call:

Invocation was delivered by REV. DANA GREEN, St. Tuke's Methodist Church,
1306 West Lymn.

Councilman Jong expressed appreciation and gratitude to her friends and
colleagues on the Council for the privilege of serving on the Council for ten
and one half years, and thanked the Press, Radio and Television and others for
their kindnesses. $he sbabkd that in going out of office she did not know of
enyone who had been swarded more than she spirit‘wally, and expressed pleasure
in working with all. She introduced her husband, MR. STUART LONG and her sister
MRS. EDITH HICKS.

Councilman Pearson outlined the many accomplishments of the Council and
stated his pleasure in being a part of the Council during this period when so
many projects had been und@ertaken, some completed, and some started to be
finished by the incoming Council. He stated the new Council would also have
projects to begin, and he was happy t0 be a resident of a growing Austin, and
expressed his appreciation to all. He introduced his wife, MRS. ADA PEARSON.

Councilman White moved that MR. W. T. WILLIAMS, JR. be reappointed as
City Manager of the City of Austin. The motion, seconded by Councilman Palwer,
carried by the following vote:

Councilman White made the following statement to the audience:

"The reason I am making all of the nominations is
hecause my colleagues, after being asked by me,
sald they would rather that I proceed with all of
the nominations."

ELSIE WOOSIEY he reappointed as City
Clerk, and MRS. GRACE MONROE be reappointed as Assistant City Clerk. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Paimer, carried by the following vote:

Councilman White moved that JUDGE PAT DOUGHERTY be reappointed as Judge
of the Corporation Court; MR, BILL WILLTAMSON, as Clerk of the Coryoration
Court, and MRS, ANN BUTLER and MR. VERNIE SMITH as Deputy Clerks of the Corpora-
tion Court. The motion, seconded by Councilman Palmer, carried by the following
vote:

The Mayor read a telegram from SENATOR and MRS. RALPH YAREROUGH to MRS.
EMMA LONG commending her for her dediceated service and valusble contributions
to the City.

COUNCIIMAN WHITE gave a message of appreciation to the outgoing members
for the contributions they hed made during their respective terms on the Council.
MAYOR MILLER introduced snd welcomed the new Councilmen.

COUNCIIMAN EDGAR PERRY III introduced his grandf&ther, MR. EDGAR FERRY;
